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SKETCH OF TIIE HISTORY 

OF THE 

MEDICAL LIBRARY 

OF THE 

PENNSYLVANIA HOSPITAL. 


Under an impression that some account of the foundation and 
subsequent progress of this library would be acceptable to those 
who now enjoy the privilege of using it, a few notices of its history 
have been selected from the records of the institution, which it is 
honed may not prove uninteresting. 

The first medical book possessed by this institution, appears to have 
been a present from that warm friend and generous benefactor of the 
Hospital, Dr. John Fothergill; and, as this gift may possibly have sug¬ 
gested the idea of establishing the medical library, we copy the minute 
of the Board of Managers, made on its reception. “ At a monthly 
meeting of the Board of Managers, held at the Hospital 7th mo. 27th, 
1762, Wm. Logan, latelv returned from London, attended the Board 
with a book, intituled, An Experimental History of the Materia Med - 
ica,by Wm. Lewis , F. R. S. lately published in London: being a pre¬ 
sent to this Hospital by Dr. John Fothergill, for the benefit of the 
young students in physic, who may attend under the direction of 
the physicians; which is kindly accepted by the Managers as an ad¬ 
ditional mark of the doctor’s benevolent regard to this institution, 
and Wm. Logan is requested to acquaint him with our grateful ac¬ 
ceptance thereof.” We trust it will not be thought altogether ir¬ 
relevant to introduce in this place a notice of another donation 
shortly afterwards received from the same gentleman, more parti¬ 
cularly as the anatomical museum, of which it laid the foundation, 
was long connected with the library, and drew its subsequent in¬ 
crease from the same fund. This consisted of “ eighteen views of 
various parts of the human body, in crayons, framed and glazed— 
tlwee cases of anatomical castings, and one case containing a skele¬ 
ton and foetus.” 'fins, which under any circumstances would be 
considered a valuable present, was peculiarly acceptable at a time 
when the opportunities of acquiring anatomical knowledge were 
few, and in a place where dissection was almost unknown. The 
judicious donor transmitted these articles at a period when he who 
was destined to become the father of American anatomy, the talent- 
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ed Shipper), rich in the science of Europe, was returning to impart 
his valuable professional acquisitions to the ingenuous youth of his 
native country. Dr. Fothergill’s views of the utility of his present 
are explained in the following extract from a letter to James Pem¬ 
berton, dated 7th mo. 4th, 1762, in which, after remarking the “ex¬ 
ceeding great use” of correct anatomical knowledge to the medical 
practitioner, he continues: “ In the want of real subjects, these (the 
casts, &c.) will have their use, and I have recommended to Dr. Ship- 
pen to give a course of anatomical lectures to such as may attend; 
he is very well qualified for the subject, and will soon be followed 
by an able assistant, Dr. Morgan, both of whom, I apprehend, will 
not only be useful to the province in their employments, but, if suit¬ 
ably countenanced by the legislature, will be able to erect a school 
for phvsic amongst you, that may draw many students from various 
parts of America and the West Indies; and at least furnish them 
with a better idea of the rudiments of their profession than they 
have at present the means of acquiring on your side of the water.” 
How fully the benevolent anticipations of this good and great man 
have been realized we need not say; their accomplishment has long 
been history. The first anatomical lectures perhaps ever delivered 
in America, were those of Dr. Shippen, and were illustrated by 
these preparations, which are now very properly deposited in the 
custody of the professors of that school, with whose early history 
they are so intimately connected. The medical museum of the 
Pennsylvania Hospital, which had gradually accumulated around 
the nucleus afforded by Dr. Fothergill’s donation, received a con¬ 
siderable accession in the year 1793, by the purchase from the heirs 
of Dr. Chovet of a collection of anatomical wax work, reputed to be 
the workmanship of that eccentric person. This collection, more 
curious, perhaps, than really useful, was purchased at the recom¬ 
mendation of the physicians, by a life annuity to the daughter of 
Dr. C. of thirty pounds (sterling.) The sum eventually paid on 
this account, amounted to §2658 88, this, together with the inci¬ 
dental expenses of the museum, long formed a considerable item in 
the expenditure of the medical fund. In the year 1824, the Mana¬ 
gers ot the Hospital, impressed with a belief that the utility of the 
collection would be increased, and the interests of science promo¬ 
ted thereby, presented all the purchased portion to the University 
of Pennsylvania, and deposited in its custody the valuable present 
of Dr. Fothergill. 

Returning from this digression, we proceed to the circumstances 
of an endowment which does much honour to the disinterested and 
public spirited men with whom it originated. Although a number 
of students were early attracted to this institution by the reputa¬ 
tion of its physicians, and the peculiar advantages it afforded for 
the study of diseases and the operations of medicines, it was not 
until the year 1763 that a fee was demanded for this privilege; but 
shortly after their election in that year, the consideration of the 
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subject by the board of Managers* led to the adoption of the fol¬ 
lowing minute: “ It being remarked that a number of students in 
physic do frequently attend the wards at the time of the physicians 
visiting the patients, with a view to improve themselves in experi¬ 
ence, it is the unanimous opinion of the Board that such of them at 
least who are not apprentices to the physicians of the house, should 
pay a proper gratuity for the benefit of the Hospital for their privi¬ 
lege; the consideration of stipulating the sum is referred to the next 
board after consulting with the physicians.” At the next sta¬ 
ted meeting of the board, the following communication was received 
from the physicians, two of whom attended on the occasion: 

Philadelphia, May 31 si, 1763. 

“Upon considering the minute of the Managers of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hospital, made the 10th of 5th mo. 1703, relative to those 
students who attend the wards of said Hospital, it is our opinion 
that each student who is not an apprentice to one of the physicians 
attending the house, shall pay six pistoles as a gratuity lor that pri¬ 
vilege. That the Managers and doctors in attendance for the time 
being, shall be the judges who are proper to be admitted or refused. 
And further, as the custom of most of the hospitals in Great Britain 
has given such gratuities to the physicians and surgeons attending 
them, we think it properly belongs to us to appropriate the money 
arising from thence, and propose to apply it to the founding a me¬ 
dical library in the said Hospital, which we judge will tend greatly 
to the advantage of the pupils and the honor of the institution.”

“ After consideration whereof, the Board agrees to the proposal 
in respect to the terms upon which students in physic are to be ad¬ 
mitted to attend the wards; the gratuity for which to be paid to the 
treasurer. And in regard to the proposal for a Medical Library, 
that such books as are purchased should be approved of by the Ma¬ 
nagers, as likewise the manner in which they are to be lent out.” 


The first fees thus appropriated, were received from T. Charleston, 
M. Otto, Jon. Ellmore, N. Manning, John Archer and Wm. Bar- 
tram, in the years 1763-5. In January 1767, Hugh Roberts and 
Samuel Neave, executors of Dr. Lloyd Zachary, with the concur-

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retice of the residuary legatees, presented from the doctor’s library, 
43 volumes of medical works; and in the same year were also pre¬ 
sented by Deborah Morris, the medical books of her late brother, 
Dr. Benjamin Morris, consisting of 55 volumes, principally stand¬ 
ard works, collected by Dr. M. during his residence in the univer¬ 
sity of Leyden. In the accounts for the following year, (1768) oc¬ 
curs the first entry of expenditure in the purchase of books, viz. 
“Paid David Hall for sundry books of physic, &c. which he sold 
the Hospital at prime cost, for the medical library, £21 14 9.” 

The patriotic feelings which animated the managers of the Penn¬ 
sylvania hospital, their enlarged views of its future usefulness, and 
their steady perseverance under great discouragements, were such 
as merited lasting honour, but it belongs to a general history of the 
institution to do adequate justice to their memories; a few inciden¬ 
tal traits illustrative of the views of these respectable men, are all 
that our present purpose will admit. The following paragraphs 
are copied from a letter, dated July 4th 1774, addressed by a com¬ 
mittee* to Win. Strahan of London, accompanying an order for 
books. 

u The rendering some service to both this and the succeeding 
generations having excited our desire of furnishing every means 
in our power of making the knowledge and practice of physic 
on just principles, more extensive than it hath been in these colo¬ 
nies, we hope the prospect of it will be so much approved by our 
friends in Britain, as to engage them to continue that generous 
assistance some of them have by their contributions afforded us at 
times, from the first founding of the hospital.” 

“ The public here become every year more sensible of the bene¬ 
fits of this institution, some thousands of miserable objects having 
thereby been restored to a capacity of being of some service to the 
community, and we believe it may be truly said that all who are 
concerned in the conducting this design, have been steadily atten¬ 
tive to the discharge of the trust committed to them, and receive 
much satisfaction from observing this happy effect of their en¬ 
deavours; and though our funds tall short some hundred pounds 
yearly of discharging our common expenses, are not discouraged 
from proceeding to extend their plan to the several good purposes 
for which it was intended. 

The books written for at this time, were received in the month of 
December the same year, and appear to have been presented by 
Mr. Strahan: their estimated value was one hundred pounds. 

The throes of the approaching revolution began now to be felt; 
and although, amidst the all-absorbing political excitement and 
convulsions which followed, the managers continued an unremitting 
care to the main objects of the institution, it is not surprising that 
for some years no addition of importance was made to the Library.

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At some periods indeed, particularly during the years, 1776—7—8, 
and during the depreciation in the value of continental money, it 
required great exertions to preserve the institution from total ruin. 

The following were the only books added to the collection be¬ 
tween the years 1774 and 1787. 

Boerhaave’s academical lectures, 6 vols. 8vo. 

Hill’s old man’s guide (a pamphlet.) 

Johnson’s midwifery, Qto. 

Kirkland on puerperal fever, 8vo. 

Cullen’s first lines of the practice of physic, 2 vols. 8 vo. 

These books, with the exception of Hill’s pamphlet, still remain 
in the library. Cullen’s “ first lines,” which was purchased in 
December 1780, cost the apparently enormous sum of £135 5s. 
this, however, when subjected to the talismanic operation of Rich¬ 
ard Wells’s scale of depreciation, shrinks to the comparative trifle 
of £1,15 0, specie. 

The first order for books transmitted to London after the close 
of the revolutionary war, was dated June 30th 1786. As an in¬ 
stance of the strict economy which pervaded every department, it 
may be observed that this order contains a particular injunction 
that the books be shipped in the Harmony, captain Willett, “as 
the owners have generously agreed to bring them freight free.” 

In the years 1787—8—9 and 1790 the amount paid for books 
was £266, 5s. 11 d. The total expenditure in their purchase from 
the foundation of the library to the close of the official year (May) 
1790, was £332, 8, 7f, or g 886, 48. The first catalogue, pub¬ 
lished in the year 1790, contains of Folios 21 vols. Quarto 77, 
Octavo 341, Duodecimo 89. Total, 528 volumes. 

In the year 1790, the managers opened a correspondence with 
the celebrated Dr. Lettsom, which proved highly beneficial to the 
interests of the library; their just appreciation of the Doctor’s 
liberality, will be seen in the following extract from their first let¬ 
ter to him. “ Our object being to have the most approved authors, 
to the amount of our bill, we are recommended to thee by all our 
physicians to select them; and although we can neither claim thy 
acquaintance nor the pleasure of thy correspondence, yet from the 
interest thou takes in promoting the extension of knowledge in 
every part of the world, we are satisfied thou will serve us with 
pleasure.” This confidence was not misplaced, Lettsom continued 
a firm friend to the institution during his life, and the library is 
much indebted to him, as well for the presents with which he oc¬ 
casionally enriched the collection, as the judicious manner in which 
he discharged the trust reposed in him. 

Dr. Lettsom was anxious that the library should contain a good 
proportion of the works of ancient as well as modern authors, and 
that they should be consulted by at least the writing portion of the 
profession. In his answer to the first letter written to him by the 
Managers, he advises that the works of some of the old writers 
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should be included in the collection, and adds: “We (moderns) 
pretend to great discoveries, but 1 am persuaded the more the old 
writers are read, the less we shall pretend to have discovered, and 
the more we shall respect antiquity.” And again in 1795: “Con¬ 
sidering your province as in a high degree progressively improving, 
and that an extensive knowledge of medicine is conducive to the 
welfare and happiness of the community, you cannot be too atten¬ 
tive to condense within your command an enlarged store of medi¬ 
cal books; it has given me singular pleasure in affording my aid to 
so useful an object. Practitioners should not only know the disco¬ 
veries of tlie present, but likewise of the preceding times, other¬ 
wise they would be in continual danger of assuming discoveries pre¬ 
viously made. This we daily see in the most learned nations, and 
to give instances, in what have been deemed recent and great im¬ 
provements, I will mention the use of wine and cordials, and the 
admission of air, in low fevers, and the exhibition of opium; all of 
which are better detailed and recommended by Aretaeus, who wrote 
about 2000 years ago, than by any modern physician. The great 
discoveries of mercury, antimony, arsenic, &c. in medicine, were 
perhaps as well known centuries ago, as at this time, as would ap¬ 
pear irom that eccentric but wonderful man Paracelsus.” Dr. Lett- 
som also invited attention to the medical literature of France and 
Germany, as containing stores of immense value to the profession. 
The deficiencies in these departments have been since partly sup¬ 
plied, but many works should yet be added, if the income of the 
library were sufficient to embrace them. 

A valuable present of books was received in the year 1800 from 
Sarah Zane, a wealthy maiden lady, who inherited an extensive and 
valuable library, the medical portion of which she bestowed upon 
the Hospital. Her donation comprised 23 folios, 91 quartos, 6 oc¬ 
tavos, and 22 duodecimos; in all 142 volumes, some of them very 
rare, at least in this country. It is curious to remark the relative 
proportion of the several sizes; particularly as these works were 
nearly all published in the 16th and 17th centuries, and may, per¬ 
haps, be taken as a tolerably fair average of the form assumed by 
the medical literature of those times: the ponderous folio or quarto, 
apt type of the gravity of the profession, occupied the table of the 
study; the portable duodecimo was prepared for the pocket of its 
owner, while the octavo, which, except when large engravings are 
necessary, is now the usual vehicle of medical lore, was then but 
seldom seen. 

The increasing number of the students who attended the practice 
of the Hospital, now afforded an ample fund for the steady increase 
of the library; how faithfully it was applied may be seen by a com¬ 
parison of the catalogue published in 1806 with its predecessor of 
1790, and the additional part printed in 1793. The prosperity of 
the library fund continued uninterrupted many years, during which 
a surplus accumulated, and large sums were occasionally granted 
from it for the general purposes of the charity, or such particular 
objects as appeared to require a special appropriation. 
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The principal object of the gentlemen who have administered the 
concerns of the library, has always been the acquisition of books 
strictly medical, yet as the different branches of natural history as¬ 
sume the rank of collateral sciences, treatises upon them have never 
been considered foreign to the design of the foundation. On the 
decease of Dr. Beniamin S. Barton, late professor of Materia Medi- 
ca and Botany, in the University of Pennsylvania, his extensive and 
rare collection of works on natural history, was purchased of his 
widow, at the price of 82770. 

Shortly after this important accession, a supplement, or second 
part, of the catalogue was published, comprising all the works ad¬ 
ded to the library from 1806 to 1818. The additions made to the 
library during the last eleven years, although in the aggregate con¬ 
siderable, have not equalled those of the preceding; in fact, the di¬ 
minution in the receipts of the medical fund, consequent upon the 
resignation and death of those professors in the university who were 
also physicians to this establishment, was so great, that, Fiad not the 
Managers been generous in their disbursements, the library could 
scarcely have kept pace with the purely medical literature of the 
age. Both the former catalogues, together with all the subsequent 
additions, are embodied in the present publication, which embraces 
all the works procured prior to the month of September, 1829. 

It would give the compiler much pleasure to subjoin the names 
of those who have presented books to the library, but a complete list 
is now scarcely attainable. He cannot however pass in silence the 
praiseworthy services of the venerable Dr. Thomas Parke, who, du¬ 
ring a long life passed in connexion with this hospital, has never 
ceased to manifest an interest in all that related to its library; Mr. 
Samuel Coates, by whose time and talents, devoted in a paramount 
degree to the concerns of this institution, the library has largely 
profited; or the present chairman of the committee on the library, 
to whose personal exertions, aided by the liberal spirit of his col¬ 
leagues and the general board, much of its present prosperity is due. 

The amount of the fee paid by students tor the privilege of attend¬ 
ing the practice of the hospital at -different periods, is exhibited in 
the annexed statement. Prior to the year 1781, no annual tickets 
were issued, the privilege w'as in all cases perpetual, or, properly 
speaking, during life. 

The sum fixed in 1763, w r as 6 pistoles, or g21 60 perpetual.

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The annual ticket to attend the practice of the Hospital and use 
the books of the library, is still 8 10. The right to use the library 
during life was raised in 1806 to 830, and in 1818 was still further 
increased to 840; but in 1826, the Managers, desiring to render 
the books more generally useful, notwithstanding the great increase 
of the collection, reduced the charge for this valuable privilege to 
8 25, payable in one entire sum. 

The total amount of the receipts from students, and from persons 
viewing the anatomical museum, from the year 1763 to the first of 
the 5th month, (May) 1829, was 835,043 20. The following 
statement shows the amount expended for books and other pur¬ 
poses, together with the present state of the medical or library fund;

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RULES FOR THE MEDICAL LIBRARY. 

1. The Librarian shall see that all the books are duly labelled 
and numbered, and he shall carefully preserve a complete catalogue 
of them, in numerical order, as well as a complete list of all persons 
entitled to the use of the library. He shall attend on every Fourth 
and Seventh day, from 9 till 10 o’clock, A. M. and from 3 to 4, P. M. 
for the purpose of lending out and receiving books: he shall exam¬ 
ine those returned, and, if uninjured, immediately replace them upon 
the shelves. He shall keep in a book provided for that purpose, an 
exact account of all lines and forfeitures as they are incurred, and 
settle with the Steward for the same, quarter yearly. 

2. The books shall be lent only to the following persons: viz.— 
The Managers and Treasurer: the Physicians of the Hospital: any 
person who either as manager, treasurer, or physician, shall or may 
nave served the Institution for a period of not less than five years; 
such officers of the Institution as the library committee may direct: 
and all such persons-as by purchase or otherwise, hold a certificate 
of right, or may hereafter acquire one. 

3. The sum to be paid for the right or privilege of using the li¬ 
brary during life, conformably to its rules, shall be twenty-five dol¬ 
lars, payable in one entire sum; the library committee may issue 
certificates accordingly; but any person entitled to attend the prac¬ 
tice of the Hospital for a season, may so long use the library. The 
right in no case to be transferrable. 

4. Every person entitled to use the library, shall, before he be 
allowed to take out any book, sign a conditional bond, or obligation, 
for a sum specified by the library committee, as security for his due 
observance of the rules of the library, and for the value of such 
books as may be injured or lost by him. In addition to this, a de¬ 
posit, ot at least ten dollars, shall be made by every person possess¬ 
ing only a temporary right to use the library. But the Librarian 
shall not require a deposit from those having a perpetual right, un¬ 
less directed so to do by the library committee. 

5. No individual shall be permitted to take out more than two 
books at one time, except by the special permission of the library 
committee, nor shall a book be kept out, bv any person, longer 
than four weeks; at the expiration of that time, the book must be 
returned, but if no other person has applied for it, the former bor¬ 
rower may take it out again—if another person has applied for it, 
he shall have the preference. 

G. A fine of twenty-five cents per week shall be paid for every 
book kept beyond the limited time, and if a book be not returned 
M'ithin tlirce months, it shall be deemed lost, and the borrower shall, 
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in addition to its value, pay such fine, not exceeding fifty dollars, 
as the library committee may direct. 

7. In case any book be returned injured, the borrower shall pay 
for the injury, or replace the book, as the library committee may 
direct. And if one or more books belonging to a set, or sets, be lost, 
the borrower shall take all the remaining volumes, and pay, in ad¬ 
dition to the fine mentioned in the preceding article, the full value 
of the set. 

8. A manager, or physician of the Hospital, may borrow single 
numbers of any periodical work taken for the library, and keep them 
out one week only; if retained longer, the borrower shall be fined 
according to the 6th rule. No other person can be permitted to take 
out these works, until bound. 

9. In case any doubts should arise respecting a violation of the 
foregoing rules, or their construction, recourse must be had to the 
library committee, whose judgment shall be conclusive: Provided 
always, that in cases of gross misconduct, or refusal to comply with 
the rules, the Board of Managers reserve the power of declaring the 
right of the offender forfeited, and prohibiting his access to the li¬ 
brary. 

10. The library committee may permit scientific men to use the 
books of the library, for limited periods, or on special occasions— 
subject to the rules of the library; but not more that six persons 
shall possess this privilege at the same time. 

11. The following works, and such others as the Managers may 
order, are not to be lent out of the library, without a written order 
from a member of the library committee:

The sole object of the compiler of this catalogue has been to fur¬ 
nish a good index to the contents of the library; in the execution of 
his purpose, having no precedent which he conceived exactly suit¬ 
ed to the nature and circumstances of this collection, he has 
adopted such a classification as appeared best calculated to att'ord an 
easy means of reference. 

The first section contains all acknowledged works, under an al- 

E habetical disposition of the names of their authors; and is followed 
y a list, likewise alphabetical, of their editors and translators. 
The next place is occupied by the inaugural theses which are given 
collectively, in such a manner as to show at a glance the number 
from each university, the thesis of any particular individual, or on 
any selected subject. These have been separated from the other 
works with a view to economize space in the catalogue, and time 
to the person using it. Had they not been thus arranged, each 
must have been noticed in the index to subjects, and persons seek¬ 
ing complete treatises would frequently have been disappointed by- 
references to brief inaugural dissertations. Those who wish to con¬ 
sult them or to know on what subjects they are written, will find 
their object facilitated by the present arrangement. 

All periodical works are classed, together with the memoirs, &c. 
of associations, under the names of their respective places of pub¬ 
lication in a distinct section; and the titles of such as continue to 
be received, are printed in italic letter. 

The anonymous publications, which however are not numerous, 
are arranged under separate heads according to the subjects of 
which they treat. 

The index to subjects which the compiler considered one of the 
most important features of his design, he has taken pains to render 
as copious as his time and acquaintance with the works would per¬ 
mit. It is divided into two parts, medical, and miscellaneous: the 
latter affords a ready means of reference to a fine collection of 
works on natural history; of which, particularly in the botanical 
division, the library contains many valuable and rare treatises. It 
is necessary to observe that this index embraces only the works in 
the first section of the catalogue, the arrangement of the other parts 
being such as to render it unnecessary to include them; or their ex¬ 
tent and variety, as in the periodical publications, precluding its 
possibility. 

The abbreviations indicating the size of the volumes are those in 
general use, with the exception, perhaps, of the small p, which is 
used to designate pamphlets.
